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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of embodiment 4 (claims 13-14) in the reply 
filed on 08-05-04 is acknowledged. 

2. Claim 13 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, claims 15-22 are no longer 
withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species depend from or 
otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim.
